Two survivors of the war, a 
young man and woman, escaped to the nearby 
planet, becoming, the progenitors of the human 
race. On the moon, the remains of the battle 
lay buried beneath the lunar soil, waiting... 


The year is 2085 


A divided Earth has finally fought World 
War III, reducing the great cities of the Earth 
to huge mountains of rubble. Nuclear weaponry 
had been replaced by the even more powerful 
S.V.E. warhead, and this final war has left

The word "MONDO" means world in 


Italian, but ever since the release of the Milm 
"MONDO CANE", a documentary on wierd,

ilarities of the two shows did a short 
sabe where the two characters meet and have 
a battle over who had the idea first. The main 
weirdness of these shows is the plot device of a 
girl who can go through puberty at will. 

Cyborg 009 - the last of the great black 
and white adventure shows, and a cult classic 
with both American and Japanese audiences. 
What sets this series apart is the character 
designs. Besides the wild anime hairstyles, 
most of the heroes, a group of multi-national 
cyborgs, are drawn like comic relief characters, 
with oddly distorted faces, two of them are 
kids, and a baby with a constant pacifier in his 
mouth. This is really a great show, we should 
show an episode at a meeting. 

Ninja Squad Robin - A very rare show, I've 
only managed to track down one episode. Its a 
wild comedy adventure, almost a parody of 
Cyborg 009, with a team of humanoid, and non 
humanoid robots fighting evil. The characters 
looks are very wild with human faced 
spaceships, a Gigantor like big robot, and a 
fg \e robot whose secret identity is a, 
ds, .tment store mannequin. Their leader is a 
character who I can't even tell the sex of.
